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GW STUDENT PLAN FOR ELIZABETHAN GARDEN 
ACCEPTED FOR FOLGER SHAKESPEARE LIBRARY SITE 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—Plans for an Elizabethan-inspired garden 
done by George Washington University landscape design students 
were accepted recently by Dr. O.B. Hardison, director of the 
Folger Shakespeare Library for a site owned by the Folger at the 
corner of East Capitol and 3rd Streets, S.E. 

The students are members of a planting design class taught by 
landscape architect Sunny Scully as part of GW’s Center for 
Continuing Education in Washington Landscape Design Program. The 
plans, a final project in the course, create a garden that is of 
use to the neighborhood by day, but secure at night and includes 
space for activities such as poetry readings, receptions, outdoor 
eating, walking and sitting. 

Small fountains, sundials, and colorful flower beds consistent 
with the Shakespearean period are other features of the garden. 
Students consulted copies of Elizabethan garden drawings and lists 
of plants used in that era. Though problems of plant availability 
and maintenance make it difficult to reproduce a true Elizabethan 
garden, the plan fulfills Dr. Hardison's desire for the garden to 
be educational for visiting school children.

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"We introduce students to design principles of other eras," 
explained Carolyn Hufbauer, director of GW's Landscape Design 
Program. "Modern planting designs are more effective if students 
understand garden traditions from the past." 

Students entering the program this September will be offered 
a new class. Garden and Park Design: Historical Perspectives, 
which includes eight lectures, open to the public, featuring 
Islamic, Chinese, Italian Renaissance, seventeenth century French, 
eighteenth century English, and nineteenth and twentieth century 
American gardens and parks. Program students, in subsequent 
studio sessions, will graphically analyze the design principles 
underlying typical gardens or parks discussed in the lecture. For 
more information on the lecture series or the Landscape Design 
Program contact Carolyn Hufbauer 676 - 8069 .
